BETTER THAN A BOAT. 

Life Preserver thut Cun Save a Large 
Number of People. 

The ever-present danger of the sea- 
dangers illustrated almost daily by 
accounts of collision, fire or other dis¬ 
aster. so often attended with loss of 
life—have prompted the invention of 
many more or less ingenious life-sav¬ 
ing devices. One of the simplest, and 
yet most valuable, is that lately Intro¬ 
duced by William Brandt at Lubet-k, 
Germany. 

Substantially it ts a reproduction, on 
a very large scale, of the life-saving 
belts or rings commonly found aboard 
ships. But, besides its greater carry¬ 
ing capacity, It presents some novel 
and sensible features, which enhance 
its value. Numerous partitions divide 
the belt into water-tight compartments, 
so that damage to any part does not 
materially affect the efficiency of the 
whole. The great elasticity of the belt 
reduces the danger of damage to a 
minimum. 

Despite its great size lt is very light. 
One tuan can easily roll it along the 
deck and fling it overboard. It does 
not matter how it strikes the water— 
it invariably turns right side up. The 
middle space is tukon up by a stroug 
network. An important addition is 
that of ropes made fast to the periphery 
of tl»e belt, and kept afloat by corks, 
so that persons several yards away

GEN. HARR ISON’S CHI LOREN OPPOSED 
TO HIS PROPOSED MARRIAGE. 


Much BlttrrnMi, bat No Scandal—Inilst 

the Match lx Disrespectful to Th.lr 

Mother’. Memory—Began Before Hnrrl- 

.on'. Election In 1888. 

The marriage of Benjamin Harrison 
to Mrs. Diminick is not approved of by 
Mr. Harrison’s family. The statement 
that Mrs. McKee will visit Indianapolis 
before the wedding is true, bnt she will 
not go to prepare a home for her fa¬ 
ther’s bride. She will visit friends out¬ 
side of her family and will remove from 
her former home the last of her personal 
possessions. 

Indianapolis friends of Mrs. Benjamin 
McKee and Mr. Russell Harrison and of 
the late Mrs. Benjamin Harrison are 
surprised and annoyed at the persistent 
reports from New York that the children 
of ex-President Harrison are reconciled 
to his approaching marriage. 

Nothing could be farther from the 
troth. As matters stand now the mar¬ 
riage of the ex-president will make a 
distinct and possibly permanent breach 
in bis family and separate him definite¬ 
ly from his children. Neither Mrs. Mc¬ 
Kee nor Russell Harrison is on speak¬ 
ing terms with their stepmother to be, 
and both have interposed au earnest 
thongh dignified opposition to the pro¬ 
posed marriage. 

This opposition arises, they insist, not 
from any dislike of their father marry¬ 
ing a second time, bnt solely from a 
feeling that circumstances connected 
with the history of the acquaintance 
which leads to the approaching mar¬ 
riage make the event an act of disrespect 
to the memory of their mother. 

The true story of the acquaintance and 
courtship of Benjamin Harrison and 
Mary Diminick, as told by one whose 
authority is as undeniable as would be 
that of Benjamin Harrison himself, is 
given below. Mnch of detail that would 
be interesting is suppressed because its 
publication would serve no good purpose, 
but, as a matter of justice to the chil¬ 
dren of tho ex-president and to forestall 
the flood of gossip and scandal that 
would naturally follow the open break 
in the family, the friends of Mrs. Mc¬ 
Kee and Mr. Harrison feel that a plain, 
authoritative statement of the facts 
should be made at once. 

In the first place, it should be stated i 
that Mrs. Djinmick’s character as a wo- : 
man is in no way involved in this mat¬ 
ter. That she has exercised over the pres¬ 
ident au influence which interfered with 
the domestic peace of the family and 
that he permitted and encouraged that 
influence is the most serious charge in¬ 
volved. 

The trouble really begun before Har¬ 
rison’s election. During the excitement 
of the campaign in 1888, Mrs. Harrison, 
at the suggestion of her sister, Mrs. 
Scott-Lord, invited her niece, Mrs. Diut- 
mick, to Indianapolis. Mrs. Dimmick, 
it is said, was in very low spirits at that 
time, and the idea was that the life and 
excitement there would divert her mind 
uud improve her health. 

Mrs. Dimmick at once begun to take 
u very active part in the Harrison fam¬ 
ily affairs. Her influence over General 
Harrison quickly becuuie very stroug. 
After some months and before the fum- 
ily went to Washington, Mrs. Harrison 
discussed with an intimate friend here 
the best way of getting Mrs. Dimmick 
ont of the family. 

When the family wus settled in the 
White House, matters became constantly 
mure difficult. Mrs. Dimmick gained 
steadily more influence over the presi¬ 
dent in family mutters. Mrs. Harrison 
suffered what she considered were in¬ 
dignities. Mrs. McKee and Russell Har¬ 
rison sided with their mother. The pres- I 
ident stubbornly insisted thut they were 
foolishly and causelessly jealons. 

Mrs. Dimmick's mother died and the 
restrictions of the mourning period de¬ 
prived her of outside companionship uud 
throw her more than ever into the com¬ 
pany of the president. 

Finally Mrs. Dimmick was given to 
understand, through a relative, thut her 
continued residence in the White House 
was unwelcome to Mrs. Harrison. She 
appealed to the president, and he refus¬ 
ed to consent to her departure under i 
snch circumstances. 

The quarrel between the president 
and Mrs. Harrison became critical. That 
it did not become public was due to her 
own good sense and the efforts of her 
sou and daughter, who were horrified at 
the prospect of a “White House scan¬ 
dal. ” 

Matters were adjusted somehow, hut 
there continued to be unpleasant friction | 
until Mrs. Harrison’s final illness he- ' 
gun. Mrs. Dimmick was installed by 1 
the president as nurse. Between her I 
and Mrs. McKee, who also lived at the I 
White House, there was a stute of armed ! 
neutrality until the death of Mrs. Har- : 
rison ended the strain. 

Mrs. Harrison had endeavored dur¬ 
ing her illness to bring abont a pleas¬ 
anter state of affairs in the family, and 
for a time her work seemed to he suc¬ 
cessful. It is understood that one basis 
of the compromise was that no such 
event as that about to take place would ; 
be considered. 

Mrs. Dimmick continued to live in ! 
the White House. After the president’s 
term ended, Mrs. McKee returned to In- ; 
diuuapolis to prepare her father’s home 
for his permanent residence. Mrs. Dim¬ 
mick quickly appeared. As soon as she 
could without attracting comment, Mrs. I 
McKee left, and she uud her husband j 
have since made their home elsewhere. 

Last summer Mr. Harrison took a cot¬ 
tage in the Adirnndaeks and asked Mrs. ; 
MoKeo to live with him there. She con- j 
seated, and Mrs. Dimmick promptly ap- J 
peared as a guest. There was more arm- ■ 
ed neutrality, but no open break. 

Mr. Harrison, who for some time after 
his wife’s death kept aloof from Mrs 
Dimmick's influence, has recently been 
obviously yielding to it again, and his j 
children havu realized for sums time the ■ 


imminence ol the step be has announced 
that he is abont to take. 

They have not recognized Mrs. Dim¬ 
mick in any way, and when meeting her 
in society, Mrs. McKee has avoided a 
greeting. 

They still have hopes, it is said, that 
the match may be broken off. The wed- 
j ding, it is announced, has been postpon- 
ed until April instead of taking place at 
ouce, as was wished by Mr. Harrison. 
This postponement is believed to have 
been made in deference to his children’s 
wishes. 

It is understood that Mr. Harrison 
I feels very deeply the break in his family 
relations and would sacrifice mnch to 
; avert it. He is especially fond of Baby 
| McKee and his other grandchildren, and 
| misses no occasion to be with them when 
he is in New York. He insists, how¬ 
ever, that his children’s opposition to 
1 his marriage is unreasonable, and, strong 
in his affection for his intended wife, 
will carry his plans through to the end. 

Mrs. McKee is known to have broken 
greatly in health recently, and her 
friends assert that her failing is dne to 
worry over family troubles.—New York 
I World. 

j UNDER 20 FEET OF SNOW. 

! Adventure* of Three Miner* Who Were 
Caught by an Avalanche. 

I L. F. Williams, one of the officers of 
the Red Hill Mining company, has jnst 
received a letter, dated the 7th, from 
their agent at Leavenworth, which gives 
au account of a snowslide which occur¬ 
red at Red Mountain a few days ago. 
The writer says: 

“Last night the three boys from the 
Red Hill came back. On the morning 
of Dec. 28, about 6 o’clock, they were 
swept away by a snowslide, which de¬ 
molished the building in which they 
were sleeping and buried them in 20 
feet of snow, and bnt for the substan¬ 
tial chimney they wonld have perished. 
Bill Nack was the only one who by 
chance was able to get out. He fortu¬ 
nately was near the chimney, and man¬ 
aged to crawl out, and, with a shake, 
dug Allen out. He was nearly dead. 
After he had sufficiently recovered they 
started in to dig out McKenzie. They 
conld hear him moaning, and with the 
appliances at hand it took three hours 
to reach him. He was in bad shape, 
and has not fully recovered yet. 

“They were scantily dressed, and 
were compelled to tunnel to the ruins 
and get their clothing. They worked all 
day in their stocking feet, until the 
clothing was found. They remained two 
days ufter the slide, found all the pro¬ 
visions and stored them in the cellar. 

“It took them eight days to come 
down to Leavenworth. They said it was 
only wastiug money to try and work in 
the mine, as they conld not make satis¬ 
factory headway. It snowed two or 
three feet every day. One slide covered 
up the work, and it took two days to 
get through it. The slides wonld cover 
up the work as fast as it was uncovered, 
and they concluded to abandon it. The 
slide filled up the creek to a depth of CO 
or 70 feet, and only the tail end of the 
slide struck them. ”—Spokane Spokes¬ 
man-Review.

A gopher snake at Escondido has been j 
the cause of much earnest discussion ' 
among local naturalists. Tbe question 
discussed was, “Do Snakes Charm or 
Hypnotize Their Prey?” One of tbe i 
naturalists had tbe unusual but fortunate 
experience at Escondido of happening 
upon a large gopher snake jnst as the 
reptile was about to overcome a trem¬ 
bling cottontail rabbit and envelop the 
animal in its deadly coils. For some ! 
time the naturalist watched the snake’s 
movements. 

It was within 10 or 12 inches of the 
apparently fascinated rabbit. Silently 
and almost imperceptibly the snako had 
wormed its way nearer and nearer to its 
victim. Its eyes glistened with an in¬ 
tense brightness. Not a movement did 
it make which might alarm the timid 
rabbit. The forked tongue, which to 
tho eye of a human being is so repnlsive 
and intended to be terrifying, appeared 
to exert an entirely different influence 
npon the mind of the innocent rabbit. 

This darting tongne either excited 
the victim’s curiosity or caused the ani- j 
mal to so concentrate its mind on the 
snake’s tongne as to throw that mind 
into a hypnotic condition of such 
strength that it could not break the 1 
spell aud run away from impending 
death. The forked tongue darted out of 
the snake’s month almost as regnlarly 
and rapidly as the needle of a sewing ; 
machine rises and falls in the cloth. The 
lithe body crept nearer aud nearer. The 
rabbit was motionless. Its eye was fixed 1 
on the piercing eye of the snake. J3ven : 
the waving of the wind kissed snrnbs 
about the rabbit failed to break the spell, 
and softly aud slowly grim death in 1 
snake form wreathed its folds abont the 
oreature. Then was the spell broken. 

Bat tho strong coils of the snake wero 
in position. Never a rabbit lived that 
could break that embrace of death. 
Realizing at last the terriblo peril, the i 
terrified rabbit struggled vainly to es¬ 
cape, and as tho rings of the snake drew 
closer about tlie frail form so tightly 
that breathing became difficult tho rab¬ 
bit uttered a despairing cry almost hu¬ 
man in its intenseness and sound. It 
was the rabbit’s last earthly utterance. 

! An extra twist of the cruel coils and 
poor bunny was no more. Lungs, heart 
! and bones were literally crushed. The 
j snake did not relax the pressure for ful- ; 
| ly ten minutes. Unwinding itself, the 
j snake dragged tho prey nnde# an ad- 
! joining bnsh for dinner. 

| To the naturalist who watched tbe 
, capture of the rabbit it appeared as if 
the snake had certainly fascinated the 
animal. As a gopher snake is not poi- i 
sonous und has 110 well developed fangs 
l its only means of killing prey is by con¬ 
striction. Iu order to catch un animal 
it seems almost necessary for the snake 
to fascinate the victim. 

Other nutnralists claim that snakes do 
not possess the power of fascinating ei¬ 
ther birds or animals. One man who has 
given the matter much study remarked 
that “no error is apparently more rooted 
iu the human uiind than thut which at¬ 
tributes to snakes this peculiar power of 
fascination.” By this power they are 
said to be able so to paralyze their vic¬ 
tims that tho birds or animals are ren¬ 
dered utterly incapable of movement and 
wait for the attack of u snake or even go 
forward to meet it in fear aud trembling, 
but without any power of retaliation. 

Now, any ouo who watches the be¬ 
havior of small animals placed alive as 
food in the cages in which snakes are 
kept in captivity in tho hope of seeing 
this marvelous power in operation will 
be grievously disappointed. Chickens, 
ruts, guinea pigs, rabbits, all niovo 
about with an utter absence of fear of 
the snakes. My belief is that it is possi¬ 
ble to account for the popular belief that 
snakes possess a power to fascinuto for 
several reasons. An observer may come 
on tho scone and find a number of birds 
mobbing a snako just as they will mob 
an owl or a buzzard. The dashes of the 
bird toward the snake und their flutter¬ 
ing round it may easily bo put down to 
the effect of the suuko's glance, while 
they are iu reality inoroly attempts of 
the birds to drive off the intruder. A 
mother bird whoso young aro attacked 
will almost certainly behave iu this way 
aud may herself fall a victim, not to the 
power of fascination in the snake, but 
to the force of her maternal feelings. 

It may bo tho mobbing of the snake 
by the companions of a victim that has 
been seized or of a mother whose nest 
has been robbed; it may be simply the 
effect of poison already injected before 
the observer has come upon tho sceuo, 
or it may bo simple curiosity. In ninety- 
nino cases out of a hundred one or tho 
other of these causes has been at work. 
What, then, of the hundredth case, and 
what about tho fascination exercised on 
man, cases of which have undoubtedly 
been recorded? Tho explanation lies in 
the probability that it is a case of self 
hypnotism. 

It is an error to suppose that will 
power has anything to do with tho of 
feet. Tho matter has been taken up sci¬ 
entifically by the medical profession and 
it has boon found that the hypnotic 
state of sleep or trance, or whatever it 
may bo termed, can bo produced by 
looking fixedly at the operator or at a 
coin or at the tip of one’s own nose. It 
is not necessary to go into the question 
of how the result is brought abont, but 
there is a physiological explanation. 
What happens then iu the hundredth 
case is that the man or tho animal may 
be self hypnotized by gazing fixedly at 
the snake, the subject being thus thrown 
into a sort of trance, making no attempt 
to move out of danger unless roused by 
some exterior influence.—San Diego Cor.

POPULAR PHRASES. 

— 

ORIGIN OF SOME OF THE CATCH¬ 
WORDS THAT EVERYBODY USE& 

We Have Taken Some From the English 

and Invented Very Many Oorselvee—How 
| We Came to Adopt Some of the Phraaea 
j Which Are In General Use. 

Mention has been recently made of 
Ihe disputed origin of the word “tee- 
total, ” claimed by two inventors, one 
living in England and tbe other in 
America, and each of whom may have 
hit upon the word independently and 
for tho different reasons assigned. To 
curious minded persdhs who like to 
know tho whys, whens and wherefores 
I nf everything the origin of popular 
5 ' catchwords and figures of speech is an 
i interesting subject. 

> The word “machine, ” as we use it po- 
r litically, is another which, like “tee- 
t total, ” is of doubtful parentage. In the 
; days of the old volunteer fire companies, 
r which in large cities were potent factors 
in local politics, the phrase “to run 
with the machine” came into common 
use, and it meant that a man so spoken 

• of was identified with the political co¬ 
terie of the fire company with which he 
trained. The famous Boss Tweed began 
his career in New York “running with 
the machine” as a volunteer fireman. 
Yet the term as we now employ it was 
used in England long before. The Duke 
of Wellington, in a letter to a friend in 
1845 deploring the increasing influence 
of popular agitation on theactidn of the 
houses of parliament, said: “Such is the 
operation of the machine as now estab¬ 
lished that no individual, be his char- 

5 acter, conduct in antecedent circum¬ 
stances and his abilities what they may, 
can have any personal influence in gen¬ 
eral. ” Wo may have derived our term 
“the machine” from onr old volunteer 
fire company days, but in the England 
of Wellington's time there wero no fire 
companies exerting any political influ¬ 
ence. 

That mnch overworked word “crank” 
gained universal vogue in connection 
with Gniteau's assassination of Presi¬ 
dent Garfield, but it was long boforo 
that npplied by the late Don Piatt, who 
claimed to be its inventor, to Horace 
Greeley, the purpose of it being to liken 
the famous editor to the crank of a hand 
organ, which is forever grinding out the 
samo old tunes. The word, as wo have 
now come to apply it, means mnch more 
and worse. It implies a condition of 
mind verging npon insanity, and this 
has given rise to the erroneous notion 
that it has its origin in the German 
word “krank. ” 

The word “dago," now commonly 
' applied to Italians all over the country, 
came origiuully from Louisiana, where 
it at first referred only to people of 
Spanish origin, but was later applied to 
4 Italians and Portuguese as well. Tho 
word is a corruption of “Diego” 

* (James), which is a common Spanish 
name, San Diego being the patron saint 
of the Spaniards. 

Another word of incessant employ¬ 
ment in American speech is "dude,” 
with its feminine complement, “du- 
dine. ” This may have come to ns from 
the old English word for clothes— 
“duds,” in earlier times spelled 
"dudes.” 

Thackeray writes of one of his charac¬ 
ters: “Her dresses were wonderful, her 
bonnets marvelous. Few women conld 
boast such dudes. ’ ’ Shakespeare, in 
“The Merry Wives of Windsor,” writes 
of a “bucke of dudes,” meaning a bas¬ 
ketful of clothes ready for washing. Its 
present day literary currency dates from 
J February, 1876, when the word appear- 
> ed inPntnam’sMagazine. Butafamous 
New York clubman, Mr. Hermann 
Oelrichs, claims the credit of first start- 
3 ing it as a popular term of contempt or 
i ridiculo for an overdressed person. He 
: claims that a youth of this type who 
! passed by the Union club window with 
l a mincing step provoked himself aud 
8 | another clubman to hum together an ao- 
1 companimeut to the youth’s walk, thus, 
i “Du, da, de, du dn, du de,” and that 
, he remarked “Good enough; dude is 
j the proper name for it,” and that thus 
j the word was born. 

I Tho words “jingo” and “jingoism” 

I aro also of disputed derivation. We all 
; kuow about tho English music hall song 
which set the word going with a new 
meaning iu 1877, but the original coin¬ 
age of the term “By jingo!” is quite 
; doubtful. Iu the Basque language the 
word jingo means God, nnd it is widely 
believed that “By jingo!” was a form 
| of oath with which the Basque sailors 
• familiarized the English sailors and, 

! through them, ull English speaking peo- 
I pie. But others believe tho word is a 
J corruption of St. Giugoulph. It is one 
' of the oddities of popular wordmaking 

I | that the term “jingoism,” as now used, 

is a complete travesty of the sentiment 

II , of the song from which it was taken. A 

jingo, either in England or America, is 
now set down as a man spoiling for a 
fight, eager for war at any cost. But the 
: original music hall song, with the jingo 
i chorus, expressed exactly the opposite 
i sentiment—a desire for peace. It began 

- with “Wo don’t want to fight,” and its 
fiercest war note was struck in the dec- 

t laration that if they had to do what they 

- would rather not, they had plenty of 
i men, ships and money. 

Speaking of “Brother Jonathan,” 
, there is no donbt about its origin, 
s j When General Washington went to Mas- 
a 6 achnsetts»to take command of the Revo- 
s lutionary army, he found a great lack of 
ammunition aud other supplies. He 
turned for aid to Governor Jonathan 
Trumbull of Connecticut, and got it, 
and in many emergjncies of that period 
i I he used the phrase, “We must consult 
j Brother Jonathan on the subject.” The 
8 expression became nationally current, 
3 j and it stands as tbe American parallel 
o to “John Bull.’’—Baltimore Sun.
